As the threshers’ returns begin to 
come in slowly, the surprising yields 
continue .to increase in number, and 
while the crop on the whole, taking 
the entire crop area into consideration, 
will not greatly exceed the provincial 
govt, estimate of five bushels, yet the 
sumraerfallow crops in this district, 
and especially new breaking, are yield 
ing amazingly well, some going as 
high as 30 bushels, The average on 
this land over the district will be about 
16 bushels which is much better than 
expected. 


The Dominion -wide drive undertaken 
by the Knights of Columbus in aid of 
the Army Huts Fund began this week.

Acting on instructions from officials 
of the Ontario government, an analy¬ 
sis has been reported on auspicious 
circumstances which the residents at 
Muskoko, Ont. believe to be the result 
of poisoning from eating freshly can¬ 
ned fruit. It is understood that the 
analyst has found phenol on the rub¬ 
ber rings used on the jars in Which 
the fruit was canned. German agents 
are believed to be responsible for the 
crime. 

Phenol is a poison similar and acts 
like carbolic acid. The rings used in 
Muskoka, it is understood, originally 
came from the United States. Quanti¬ 
ties have also been located in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan. An investigation 
is now under way, both l.«re and^ in 
the west.

WHY A SECOND VICTORY LOAN 


When Sir Thomas White issued his 
first Victory Loan last Autumn the 
Dominion Government had come to 
.‘he point where our further partici¬ 
pation in the war depended absolutely 
upon the securing of a large advance 
of money from the private funds of 
the people of Canada. The respoase 
lo the Minister’s apeal was magnifi¬ 
cent. Over $420,000,000 in Victory 
Bonds was subscribed. With the ever- 
increasing cost of the war alt of that 
sum has been expended and the Gov¬ 
ernment is now financing the war on 
advances from the chartered banks. 
As great, if not a greater sum than 
was raised last time is now needed, if 
we are to maintain our share of the^ 
burdens of the war. It is vitally es¬ 
sential that another Victory Loan 
should be floated this fafi, and that it 
shall not fail. 


wise be the case. But it is perhaps 
of even greater importance as a means 
of keeping weeds in check. In the 
case of perennial weeds the mere turn¬ 
ing up and exposing of the rootstocks 
to the action of the frost will serve as 
a considerable check to the weeds in 
cases where they are not killed out¬ 
right. Where it it desirable to collect 
and burn creeping rootstocks this can 
be more readily accomplished where 
the ground has been pulverised by the 
frost and snow of winter. 

In the case of the annual weeds 
these are of two classes from the 
point of view of their iife-history. One 
grotgi requires a resting period be¬ 
fore the seeds will germinate and this 
holds good even if the conditions with 
regard to moisture and temperature 
are suitable. These normally germi¬ 
nate in the spring of the following 
year after they are shed, but in many 
species the germination pan be delays 
ed for several years if the seeds are 
buried to a considerable depth in the 
soil. This is true of such species as 
Wild Oats and Wild Mustard. Each 
time the surface of the ground is dis¬ 
turbed some of these buried seeds 
wil) germinate and if no other seeds 
are allowed to fall into the soil in 
the meantime, the ground will even¬ 
tually become clear of them.

WASTE PARER AS FUEL 


Waste paper is being used as fuel 
by some women who devise every way 
passible to cut down their coal hill, 
i’hey take olel newspapers, wrapping- 
paper, cardboard or any other old 
waste paper and tear it up into small 
pieces and place in a water-tight re- 
oepJicle. Boiling water is then pour¬ 
ed over it, and it is left until the mass 
becomes soft, usually taking about 
twelve hours. This mass is usually 
made into small balls about four in¬ 
ches in diameter, which are set in the 
sup tp dry, pr may foe dyipd in an ovep. 
When thoroughly dry these halls are 
ready to use. They patch five quickly 
and burp slowly and have beer found 
a very satisfactory substitute for 
coal.

The regulations governing this liability-are 
published in the Canada Gazette (Extra) of 
21st August, 1918; copy whereof may be 
obtained upon application through the post 
to the Director of the Military Service Branch 
of the Department of Justice at Ottawa. 

UNITED STATES CITIZENS of the 
description aforesaid who Were IN CANADA 
ON 30th JULY, 1918, HAVE SIXTY DAYS 
FROM THAT DATE within which TO 
EXERCISE AN OPTION TO ENLIST or 
enroll IN THE FORCES OF THE UNITED 


STATES, or TO RETURN to the United 
States; and THOSE WHO for any reason 
SUBSEQUENTLY BECOME LIABLE TO 
MILITARY sfkviCE IN CANADA HAVE 
THIRTY DAYS FROM THE DATE of the 
accruing OF SUCH LIABILITY within which 
to exercise the like option. It is stipulated 
by the Convention also that certificates of 
diplomatic exemption may be granted within 
the optional periods aforesaid. EVERY 
CITIZEN OF THE UNITED STATES TO 
WHOM THE REGULATIONS APPLY is 
required to REPORT TO THE REGIS¬ 
TRAR under the Military Service Act, 1917, 
FOR THE province or DISTRICT WITHIN 
WHICH he is, in the manner by the regulations 
prescribed, WITHIN TEN DAYS AFTER 
THE EXPIRY OF HIS OPTIONAL PERIOD 
and will be SUBJECT TO PENALTIES IF 
without reasonable excuse HE FAIL SO TO 
REPORT.. For the information of those 
whom it may concern Sections 3 and 4 definin g 
the requirements of registration, with which 
it will be necessary strictly to comply, are 
set out substantially as follows:— 


REGULATIONS 


3. EVERY MALE CITIZEN OF THE 
UNITED STATES WITHIN THE ACES 
for the time being SPECIFIED IN THE 
LAWS of the UNITED STATES prescribing 
compulsory military service, not including 
those who have diplomatic exemption, WITH¬ 
IN TEN DAYS AFTER TflE EXPIRY OF 
THE TIME LIMITED BY THE CONVEN¬ 
TION within which the Government of the 
United States may issue him a certificate of 
diplomatic exemption, SHALL TRULY RE¬ 
PORT TO THE REGISTRAR BY REGIS¬ 
TERED POST, and in writing which is 
plainly legible, his name in full, hie occupation 
and the date of his birth; stating also whether 
he ie single, married or a widower; and if the 
latter, whether he has a child living; also if 
married, the date of his marriage; and stating 
moreover his place of residence and usual post 
office address in Canada; and, if he reside 
within a city or place where the streets and 
dwellings are named and numbered, the name 
and number of his street and dwelling; or if he 
reside in another place, the lot and concession 
number, section, township, range, and meri¬ 
dian, or other definite description whereby his 
place of residence may be located, having 
regard to the custom of the locality in which 
he lives: and IF WITHOUT REASONABLE 
EXCUSE HE NEGLECT OR FAIL TO 


REPORT IN THE MANNER and with the 
particulars aforesaid within the time limited 
as aforesaid, HE SHALL BE GUILTY OF 
AN OFFENCE, AND SHALL BE LIABLE 
UPON SUMMARY CONVICTION to a 
penalty not EXCEEDING FIVE HUNDRED 
DOLLARS, AND TO IMPRISONMENT 
for any term not exceeding six months, and 
moreover he shall incur A PENALTY OF 
110.00 FOR EACH DAY after the time 
when or within which he should have registered 
during which he shall continue’to be unregis¬ 
tered. 

M. EVERY UNITED STATES CITIZEN 
WHO HAS DIPLOMATIC EXEMPTION, 
although not otherwise subject to these 
regulations SHALL WITHIN TEN DAYS 
after the granting of the same truly REPORT 
TO THE REGISTRAR, in like manner and 
with the same particulars as required by the 
last preceding section; and in addition he shall 
embody in his report a true and complete 
statement of the particulars of his certificate 
m diplomatic exemption. NEGLECT OR 
F A1LU RE without reasonable excuse to comply 
with the requirements of this section SHALL 
CONSTITUTE AN OFFENCE PUNI8H- 
ABLtMN THE MANNER AND BY THE 
PENALTIES provided in the last preceding 
section.

ROYAL. AIR FORCES 


During the past few months a num¬ 
ber of newspaper articles have appear¬ 
ed from time to time giving errone¬ 
ous statistics regarding casulties in 
'.he Royal Air Force Training Squad¬ 
rons. The public have, therefore, re¬ 
ceived an incorre.t impression of facts 
regarding the above question. 

For the purpose of preparing stat¬ 
istics the total number of’flights and 
casualties throughout the entire R.A. 
F. during a certain period was -ob¬ 
tained. For the purpose of compari¬ 
son similar statistics were obtained 
from Training Squadrons operating in 
England. In R.A.F. Canada there were 
36,253 flights, with 13,566 hours flying 
luring which there were 59 crashes, 
36 of which there were admission to 
hospital. The English statistics give 
9,000 flights, with 4,000 hours flying 
during which there were 58( praeti- 
oally the same number) of ciMshes, 16 
of which were admissions to hospital. 

From the above figures you will see 
that for four times as many flights, 
with three times as many hours in the 
air, the number of Canadian casualties 
is practically the same as the number 
of English casualties. 

You will note that the above flights 
in Canada cover approximately 813,- 
960 miles, or 34 titnes around the 
globe, thus we have one fatality for 
116,280 miles, or for 5 times around 
the Globe. The conclusions to be 
drawn from the above figures are so 
evident that no further explanation is 
I required.
